VATICAN CITY (NC)—Surrounded by royalty, ranking 
churchmen and hundreds of thousands of. spectators, 
Pope John Paul formally began the church’s 263rd 


~ papacy. 


The ceremonial inaugural mass Sept. 3 climaxed a week 
of mass meetings and private colloquies for the man 
whose election as pope on Aug. 26 came as a complete 
surprise to Vatican-watchers and who has already said 
many times that he never expected to be chosen. 


THE NEW POPE’S pontificate quickly took on the marks 
of simplicity which had characterized that of Pope Paul VI 
and humanness which was Pope John XXIII’s hallmark. 


At the solemn mass Pope John Paul chose to be 
symbolically invested with papal power through the 
imposition of the pallium—a simple strip: of white cloth 
with black crosses—and not by a coronation with the papal 
tiara. 


He thus. broke with many hundreds of years of papal 
tradition. 


ALSO MISSING from the solemn, lengthy rites were the 
papal portable throne and the triple admonition, “Thus 


“passes the glory of the world:” 


In- their place the new pope chose to highlight the 
eremony by. praying silently and alone at the tomb of St. 
“Peter before walking out to the crowds. 


After the imposition of the pallium the pontiff received a 
formal sign of obedience from each cardinal. But even that 
gesture turned into a fraternal exchange as the new Behe 
smiled, kissed and spoke with each cardinal. 


THE SMILING face and friendly way of the former 
Patriarch of Venice dominated earlier meetings as well

coming out on the balcony for the Sunday Angelus, he 
abandoned the usual formal greeting to the crowd and 
spoke informally, telling amusing anecdotes about 
“himself and explaining the name he had chosen.

In an off-the-cuff speech, the pope pleaded: “The world 
must see us united.” 


HE TOLD the cardinals that he was used to a pastoral 
ministry in small dioceses and to dealing with the poor, 
workers. and youth. 


He confessed simply that he knew nothing about the 
Roman Curia—the central bureaucracy at the Vatican that 
administers church affairs—and that the first thing he did 
as pope was to consult the Annuario Pontificio (Vatican 
Yearbook) to see how the Holy See is organized. 


On Friday, Sept. 1, Pope John Paul held a relaxed 


meeting with nearly 1,000 journalists from around the 
world on hand for the conclave and related events. 


HE ASKED THEM to view church matters from the 
church’s perspective and to try to get to the heart of big 
Stories instead of aero iae overly concerned with juicy 
details. 


Several times he jokingly departed from his text to tell 
amusing stories which graphically illustrated his points. 


If St. Paul were alive today, the new pontiff quipped, he 
would go to the big television networks like NBC to ask for 
air time. 


THE DAY BEFORE, the pope met the diplomatic corps 
accredited to the Holy See. Perhaps it was the atmosphere, 
or the fact that he was speaking in French, but during that 
meeting the pontiff stayed with his text. It explained that 
the Holy See is interested in forming consciences on the 
international level and not in becoming involved in purely 
economic or strictly political issues. 


In official decisions in his first week, the pope 
reappointed Cardinal Jean Villot as papal secretary of 


. State. Cardinal Villot was expected to stay in the post for 


only a few years, at his own request. 


The pontiff also reappointed all heads of the Roman 
Curia for the duration of their five-year terms. 


HE ALSO officially reconfirmed the dates and the 
officers for the Third General Assembly of the Latin 
American Bishops, to: be held this October in Puebla, 
Mexico. 


But he announced that he would not be able to attend 
the important church conference because of 
commitments at the start of his reign which could not be 
put off.

HE ALSO MET with several leading non-Catholic 
churchmen, including the Rev. Philip Potter, World 
Council of Churches. general secretary, and the 
delegations from other churches in Rome for his inaugural 
mass. 


On the morning of the mass, the pope met with large 
groups of people from his native diocese of Belluno in 
northern Italy, and from the dioceses of Venice and Vittorio 
‘ Veneto, where he had become well known for his 
friendliness and concern for people, qualities which he 
showed that he intended to carry into his reign under the 
title of Supreme Pastor.

CARLSBAD—Any weekend you feel like 


A workout, just join the three-ring circus, 


one night stand circuit of masses 
celebrated in one of our newest parishes. 


lt was my fortune (?) to preach at all 
masses in St. Elizabeth Seton parish, 
Rancho La Costa, on the weekend our new 
pope was elected, and it was something 
never to be forgotten—as both a spiritual 
and a physical experience. 


THE PARISH, under the devoted and 
energetic care of Father Fred Florek, 
assisted by Deacon Bud McIntyre, spans 
those expensive and expanding 
developments which range out from the 
La. Costa Country Club, over the hills to 
Olivenhain and Carlsbad, in north San 
Diego county. 


There are four masses, one on Saturday 
night and the others on Sunday. But the 
logistics of arranging them, celebrating 
them and moving between them providea 
pastor's nightmare. 


The weekend masses begin at 5:30 
p.m., Saturday, with an outdoor 
celebration on the grass in La Costa 
shopping center. The chairs are set out— 
by the pastor, his deacon and helpers—in 
the minutes before mass. 


THE SACRISTY is the local appeal! office 
for the fight against cancer, owned and 
operated by none other than that movie 
star of former days, William Gargan. 
Thanks to his generosity, Father Fred has 
an air-conditioned place in which to robe 
and disrobe. Bill Gargan, who has lost his 
vocal chords to cancer, is a parishioner. 


The sun is low and shines in the eyes as 
you look from the altar into the faces of the 
congregation. Father Jim Clifford, an 
Augustinian, helps by celebrating the 
mass on this particular weekend, to 
relieve the strain on the pastor who has an 
extra mass which follows at 7:30 p.m. 


So it’s over with the 5:30 mass by about 
6:30 and just time to spend a few minutes 
with parishioners after mass, and then it’s 
pack up and on the road. The destination 
is the century-old Olivenhain Council 
Hall—a wooden, slab-sided small building 
—whose German builders» formed the 
nucleus of the rural community there 100 
years ago. 


AT THE HALL, Bob and Betty Loomis, 
two stalwarts, have started to move chairs 


into position, set up the altar table and . 
generally clear the place up. 


And it’s soon time for a very special 
mass at which two middle-aged persons 
are to be received into the church by 
Deacon Bud and to be confirmed by the 
pastor, who celebrates the mass. 


The hall is not too full, but it was the 
only time the celebration could be fitted 
into the tight mass schedule, because 
time is of the essence in the weekend 
mass arrangements. 


BY NOWIT IS close to9 p.m. and none of 
us have eaten, so it’s on to a restaurant to

silence the peristalsis, and the meal 
comes around 9:15 p.m. 


The Sunday morning starts around 6:30 
a.m. and it’s to the La Costa Country Club 
movie theater, in the clubhouse, we head 
this time. 


First mass is at 7:30 a.m. and once again 
the setting up process—altar, credence 
table, missalettes, lectionary and missal— 
takes several minutes beforehand. There 
is no handy room for a sacristy, so albs are 
donned ina stairwell leading to one side of 
the screen. 


AT LEAST there’s a podium atthis mass, 
with a microphone, but ‘it’s a strange 
setting, with about 80 people partially 
filling the raked auditorium of comfortable 
theater style seats. 


The swimming pool outside and the 
smell of stale cigarette smoke through the 


- rest of the club, are reminders of the 


secular world around. 


The mass is hardly over and the people 
have filed out when it is “pack up again” 
and on to the next stop. 


THIS TIME it is back to the Olivenhain 
Council Hall, several miles away, where 
mass is due to start at 9 a.m. and where 
the Loomis team has already prepared the 
setting. Into the kitchen, which acts as a 
sacristy, and into the vestments again. 


It surely is “on again, off again” with the 
alb this weekend. 


This, the second mass of the weekend at 
the historic hall, is packed to 
overflowing. It's a warm, family type 
congregation, whose closeness—the hall 
is not large—and response make 
preaching a pleasure. 


BUT THERE ISN'T too much time at the 
end of mass to dilly with the folks and talk, 
because the 10:30 mass is due, back at 
the La Costa storefront area. So it’s once 
again a road trip. 


Father Fred Florek once took his 
morning exercise by. running along 
Mission Bay in San Diego, when he was 
stationed at Our Mother of Confidence. | 
had asked him where he got his exercise 
since moving to La Costa. He had told me 


_ to wait and see. f 


The weekend proved that there’s plenty 
of exercise in being pastor, not only inthe 


moves, but in the sheer physical energy 


involved. 


BACK AT the store area, we opened up 
the “sacristy” —Bill Gargan’s office— and 
went to an empty store to get out the chairs 
again. Only this time all the chairs—about 
150 have to be put out, plus several 
benches. It’s a well attended mass. 


By 10;25 | am ready to give up for the 
day, and sit in the Gargan office with some 
relief, while parishioners finish the chair 
carrying chores, with Father Fred. And by 
10:35 the last mass of the weekend is 
under way, attended by the well known 
leader of the Teamsters Union, whose 
interest in La Costa is business.as well as 
pleasure, Frank Fitzsimmons. 


Somewhat like a bullring in Spain, the 
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‘on the run’ in Carlsbad 


seating for the mass is inshade or sun and 
the regulars know their spots. Outdoor 
masses have their advantages—children 
are easier to handle—but they have many 
disadvantages, not least that of distraction 
and lack of unity. 


BUT IT’S a good congregation which, at 
the end of mass, is asked to carry the 
chairs back to store. And they do, 
including the leader of the Teamsters. No 
union shop, obviously, at this mass. 


It is now around 11:30 on Sunday 
morning, and Father Fred smiles and 
says: “Now you know why | eat a big meal 
on Saturday night. How could! get through 
a morning like this if | didn’t?

Of course, it cannot continue at sucha 
pace, and plans for a church and religious 
center are approved. But the cost has just 
jumped from around $350,000 to 
$500,000, and Father Fred has to get 
renewed permission to go ahead. 


LONG BEFORE that is built, however, he 
must find somewhere to house those 
outdoor masses. In mid-summer they are 
sunny and warm. But in winter they are 
liable to be wet and windy. The lack of 
school halls inthe area makes it difficult to 
find auditoriums. 


There’s not much time for meditation 
between masses if you're the celebrant or 
homilist in St. Elizabeth Seton parish 
these days.

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A time to keep

“How are you satisfied with your new pope?” ask 
non-Catholic friends. And the answer is: How can 
we be other than satisfied? The more we read and 
hear about Pope John Paul the more perfect he 
seems to fill the need in the papacy today. His 
motto is “humility’ and he has _ certainly 
demonstrated that in the days since he was called 
upon by his fellow cardinals to carry the heavy 
responsibility of the papacy. 


Only rarely has he previously had anything to do 
with the government of the church in the Vatican— 
the curia—and he wisely left all heads of curia 
congregations (departments) to finish their five- 
year terms. This will give him breathing space in 
which to find his way around. He admitted that he 
knew little of the Roman Curia except what he could 
find in the official directory. 


It's a little like President Jimmy Carter coming to 
Washington for the first time as president without 
knowing too much about the federal bureaucracy. 
But there’s a big difference. Carter wanted, 
desperately, to be head of things in Washington and 
the United States. Pope John Paul was as 
reluctant a papal candidate as it is possible to be. 
Humility is‘surely his example as well as his motto. 


Writes and speaks 


Of course we Catholic journalists are absolutely 
delighted at the news that the new pope would have 
been a journalist had he not been blessed with Holy 
Orders and parish work. In these days of the 
permanent diaconate, of course, we start as 
journalists and can add the Holy Orders! 


He has been a frequent speaker and contributor 
to newspapers, and has been free with his 
interviews in the past. Some of his views on key 
issues are worth repeating: 


On violence: “Strip God away from the hearts of 
men, tell children that sin is only a fairy tale 
invented by their grandparents to make them good, 
publish elementary school texts that ignore God 
and scoff at authority, and then don’t be surprised 
at what's happening. Education alone isn’t enough. 
Victor Hugo wrote that ‘one more school means one 
less prison.’ Would that were so today.” 


On Israel: “The church must also think of the 
Christian minorities who live in Arab countries. She 
cannot abandon them to fortune. For me 
personally, there is no doubt that a special tie exists 
between the people of Israel and Palestine. But the 
Holy Father, even if he wanted to, could not say that 
Palestine belongs to the Jews, since this would be 
to make a political judgement.” (1972) 


On French Father Marc Oraison’s statement that 
homosexual love can be Christian love: “If a priest 
preaches as he does, everything is down the drain. 
Today even sisters are beginning to dress like little 
misses.” 


On preaching: “Simplicity and modernity in 
speaking can never be recommended enough. But 
speaking is like eating: Even if it is prepared with 
great elegance, it doesn’t give enjoyment to those 
who are not well or who refuse obstinately to eat.” 
(1974 synod paper) 


On church structures: “As for structures, it is true 
that in the early church they were few. But that 
church, as far as numbers of. faithful and 
complexity of problems to the church of today, is 
like a boat compared to an ocean liner. Thus it’s not 
strange that the church has more structures than 
the early church.” 


On writings about the church: “With great 
superficiality today, some people in the church 
write and speak as teachers, without bothering to 
ask for approval of the magisterium (church 
teaching authority) or without seeking to be at least 
in harmony with church teaching.” (1974 synod) 


On nuclear weapons: “People say that nuclear 
weapons are too powerful and to use them would 
mean the end of the world. They are manufactured 
and accumulated, but only to ‘dissuade’ the enemy 
from attacking and to keep the international 
situation stable. Look around. Is it true or not that 
for 30 years there has not been a world war?” 


Racism in America: “In the United. States, 
despite the laws, negroes are in practice on the 
edge of society. The descendants of the Indians 
have seen their situation bettered significantly only 
in recent years.” (1976)

Non-Mexican Hispanic protests 


An article in the L.A. Times “Naming of 
Anglo Bishop Protested—Angry Letter

Religion—and what its various systems | 


of belief offer to the contemporary world— 
is the subject of “The Long Search,” a 13- 
part series produced by the BBC, be- 
ginning Saturday, Sept. 16, at 9 p.m. on 
PBS. 


This is not a systematic study of world 
religions, much less a comparative survey 
of faith traditions. The subject is too vast, 
too complex and too intricate for such a 
limited amount of air. time. The series 
serves the purpose, however, of providing 
a provocative introduction for the non- 
believer to the religions dealt with. 


THE ON-CAMERA guide to these major 
religions of the world is Ronald Eyre, a 
British playwright and stage director. Heis 
neither theologian nor religious scholar 
but a layman interested in religious 
questions and wanting answers compre- 
hensible to a layman. 


Eyre’s quest for answers took him ona 
three-year journey of more than 150,000 
miles, visiting 14 different countries— 
certainly one of the most ambitious 
undertakings of its kind.

That would have been occasion 
enough for delight and for making it a 
special day, but there was something 
else, too.

It's true, as someone said, that 
apple trees are, after all, supposed to 


Francois Mauriac, the militantly Catholic 
intellectual who flourished in the 1930s. 
And flourish he did. He brought Christ and 
the church into the highly anti-clerical and 
anti-religious academic world of Paris. 

His “Life of Jesus” was typical of all of 
his work. Brilliant but devout, penetrating 
and reverent, this Nobel prize-winner 
retells the gospel story in a way that the 
modern man can appreciate. 

He takes 27 episodes from the gospels 
and weaves them into the high drama that 
they are. We could read the same passage 
from the gospels and miss all the richness 
and depth that Mauriac seizes upon. His 
literary ability and creative imagination 
opens all this to us.

And when 
we are loving people to the fullness of 
our capacity for loving, what we offer 
others is as sweet and firm and as 
capable of bringing joy into their lives 
as the fruit of that apple tree. 


MERTON’S PALACE OF NOWHERE by 
James Finley. Ave Maria Press, Notre 
Dame, IN 46556. 158 pages. $2.95 pb. 


When Thomas Merton lived, each year 
witnessed some growth in his literary 
output. Since the Trappist monk's death, 
the volumes about his work continue to 
thrive. 


James Finley spent six years at the 
Abbey of Gethsemane, while Merton was 
novice master. That he learned from the 
master is obvious in this book, subtitled “A 
Search for God through Awareness of the 
True Self.” 


This volume is fine, if you have the time 
to follow a rather complex pattern through

‘Long Search’ looks at religions 


The results justify such an enormous 
effort if only in broadening one’s know- 
ledge, and often one’s understanding, of 
other cultures and creeds. Its chief value 
is in deepening one’s respect for the 
beliefs of others in our own country and 
abroad. 


THE SERIES GETS underway with 
“Protestant Spirit U.S.A.,” using Indiana- 
polis, Ind., and its many churches to 
represent the world of Protestantism. 


The program. contrasts the present 
rapid growth of Protestant fundamental- 
ism, represented here by the Baptist 
Temple, with the lack of growth in 
traditional “mainstream” denominations, 
represented by the North Methodist 
church. : 


Eyre sees the potential reconciliation 
between these two divergent wings of 
Protestantism coming from poor black 
churches such as Mount Vernon Baptist 
church. Here the certainty of the “born 
again” Protestant is united with the gospel 
message of helping others, especially the 
poor and the oppressed. 


EYRE’S CHOICE of these three concrete 
examples provides a handle for identifying 
the underlying tensions within Protestant- 
ism. With the Bible as their “portable 
church,” Protestants are prone to ques- 
tioning church structures and the Protest- 
ant spirit thus moves alternately between 
doubt and certainty. 


One last point: this is not a religious 
series in the sense that it will inspire a 
deeper sense of Christian piety and devo- 
tion—although it very well might in certain 
individuals. 


Parents especially should be concerned 
about its effect on their children. In order 
that it not become a confusing experience 
for them, parents should be willing to 
make the series an occasion for dis- 
cussing and clarifying their religious 
beliefs with the family.

The earliest proclamation of the good news 


began with the ministry of John the Baptist. It. 


was to him that the first recorded words of 
Jesus in his own public ministry were 
addressed. From this moment on, until John 
was executed, there was a strange, rather 


distant relationship between the two. , 


It is difficult to disengage a clear image of 
John from the gospel portrayal, of his 
personality, expectations, mission. Quite 
expectedly the early church and_ the 
Evangelists interpreted his role and words ina 
Christian sense, a sense he himself would not 
have understood. 


The picture is further complicated by 
another important factor: an apparent 
tension between loyal followers of John (see 
Acts 19:1-7) and the first Christians. One 
detects an effort on the part of the Evangelists 
to keep John in a subordinate role without 
minimizing his importance in the wag of 
salvation. 


However, from a careful reading of all the 
pertinent texts there emerges the image of a 
sombre figure from the long line of stern 
prophets. John appears suddenly from the

judgement, the long-awaited intervention of 
God to punish evildoers and establish his 
kingdom for the righteous. 


“Reform your lives! The reign of God is at 
hand” (Matthew 3:2). “Even now the ax is laid 
to the root of the tree. Every tree that is not 
fruitful will be cut down and thrown into the 
fire...His winnowing-fan is in his hand. He will 
clear the threshing floor and gather his grain 
into the barn, but the chaff he will burn in 
unquenchable fire” (Matthew 3:10,12). 


Hence his reference to the activity of the 
one to follow him as baptizing in a holy spirit 
and fire, a divine judgement and purification 
associated with “the last days” in the Old 
Testament (see Isaiah 4:4; Ezekiel 36: 25-26). 


Whom was John expecting to come as the 
agent of this judgement? It does not seem that 
he was expecting the Messiah, specifically. 


Rather, he seems to have been following a~ 


strong Jewish tradition that the prophet Elijah 
would return to usher in the final days. 
Accordingly, when the authorities questioned 
him about his identity, he said that he was 
neither the Messiah nor Elijah (John 1: 20-21). 


This may explain why Jesus puzzled him 
and why, when he heard about the works 


A man fired with love

Every artist, who has thought of painting 
the figure of John the Apostle pauses at the 
scene in which John rests his head on the 
heart of Jesus. No poet would fail to note the 
impact of the head of a man resting upon the 
heart of God. 


The union of the human mind engulfed with 
divine love at the first eucharistic event offers 
us the clue to the spirituality that governed 
John the Apostle. So spiritual an impression 


does John leave us that we are impelled to join- 


Christian tradition which has named him 


John the Divine. 


Every saint brings out a different quality 
and value that marks the total. spiritual 
person. Some present us with the 
persuasiveness of prayer, as in the case of 
Luke. Others inflame us with the passion of 
faith, such as Paul. In a man like Peter we 

sense the loyalty to community and church. 
From John we derive the centrality of love in 
spiritual growing. 


Where can you find the fundamental 
spiritual message of John? Read his first 
epistle, Chapter 4:7 to 5:12. Just as the last 
words of Christ on the night before he died 
were about love, so these words of Johnin the 
evening of his life return to the same topic. 


Memories of love crowd the mind and 
imagination of John. Ponder his gospel to” 
review those memories: The river of wine at 
Cana, the divine granary of the loaves 
miracle, the cure of the man born blind, the 
resurrection of Lazarus, the conversion of the 
Samaritan woman with an ocean of living 


his disciples to ask him, “Are you ‘He who is 
to come’ or do we look for another?” 
(Matthew 11:2-3). 


“He who is to come” was a standard 
designation for Elijah, and Jesus was not 
acting in the way Elijah was expected to act, 
bringing fiery judgement on the world. And 
John’s description of the awaited one as 
ranking ahead of him because he existed 
before him would fit Elijah perfectly. 

The early church interpreted the role of 
John in the light of its belief in the centrality of 
Jesus as the Messiah and Lord. And so 
Matthew and Mark portray him as an Elijah- 
like figure, preparing the way of the Lord. 

When Jesus asked the crowds why they 
went to hear John, he asked, “Why did you go 
out—to see a prophet? A prophet indeed, and 
something more! It is about this man that 
scripture says ‘I send my messenger (Elijah) 
ahead of you to prepare your way before 
you’...If you are prepared to accept it, he is 
Elijah, the one who was certain to come” 
(Matthew 11: 9-10,14). 


The gospels record only one personal 
meeting between Jesus and John, on the 


occasion of Jesus’ comingin all the humility of ° 


his humanity to accept John’s baptism, and 


water, the call to a “born again person” in the 
story of Nicodemus, the healing of the 
Centurion’s son. 


Seven signs of love to forecast the seven 
celebrations of ldve that the church performs 
in sacraments. Seven love events that would 
culminate in the supreme sign of care—the 
sign of the cross. 


It is John’s direct experiences of Christ’s 
love that form the essence of his spiritual 
teaching: “Beloved, let us love one another, 
for love is from God. He who does not love, 
does. not know God, for God is love” (John 
4:7-8). 


Notice that John says that the knowledge 
of God and his existence comes mainly 
through love. How similar this is to the 
teaching of that most intellectual of all the 
saints, Thomas Aquinas, who taught that we 
come far closer to God through love than 
through knowledge. Yes, we are to use our 
minds to find God. But we will be far more 
successful by using our hearts. 


Each time we perform an act of love, we . 


unlock one more door that hides the mystery 
and wonder of God in our lives. Hence we 
should not be afraid to love. “There is no fear 
in love. Perfect love casts out fear.” All too 
often we tend to say that hate is the opposite 


event treated differently, anda bit gingerly, by 
the different Evangelists. 


John is simply presented in the gospels as 
the humble herald of the Messiah. Like so 
many people then and now, he was attracted 
to Jesus but puzzled by him. And Jesus 
respected him, treated his insecurity gently. 


When John’s friends asked him in their 
master’s name if he really was “he who is to 
come,” he reassured them and him by 
referring to what he was doing and reminding 
them of a passage in Isaiah which pointed to 
such things as signs of the messianic era 
(Luke 7: 22-23). 


Unsure though he was, John carried out 
his prophetic mission even to the point of 
martyrdom. He was always there in the 
background, never getting in Jesus’ way, 
never causing conflict. 


The fourth gospel sums up John’s attitude 
in this simple avowal: “He must increase, 
while I must decrease” (John 3: 3). And Jesus, 
for his part, gave him this most impressive 
accolade: “I assure you, there is no man born 
of woman greater than John. Yet the least 
born into the kingdom of God is greater thari 
he” (Luke 7:28)—qualified, but still impres- 
sive. 


of, love. And in a certain sense it is. Yet 
contemporary psychology confirms John’s 
teaching that fear is the real enemy of love. 


People fear love because it requires them to 
be open and vulnerable to the beloved. It 
demands a passion, a fire and a commitment. 
This makes many people nervous. 


John knew this when he wrote about the 
foolishness of being too careful in our union 
with God. Joyful abandon is to be preferred to 
the cautious, timid commitment of ourselves 
to God and others. 


“I know your works. You are neither cold 
nor hot. Would that your were hot or cold. 
Because you are lukewarm, and neither cold 
nor hot, I will spew you out of my mouth” 
(Revelation 3:15). 


John’s spirituality is a perfect combination 
of other-worldly vision and down-to-earth 
concern. He does not divide love of God from 
love of persons. “If anyone says, ‘I love God,’ 
and hates his neighbor, he is a liar.” . 


Thus John avoids the pitfalls of mere 
humanism that calls for human love without 
God anda false spirituality that asks us to love 
God and ignore people. John’s total 
spirituality overcomes that division. Thus he © 
writes for us the first lesson in how to be 
spiritual. And a mighty good lesson it is!

This was a distraught young woman, 
indeed, who sat talking with me across the 
kitchen table. fhad always thought Jenny was 
completely happy. She was one of those 
people who had set a goal for herself and

I asked her how she defined happiness. 
She thought for a moment and replied, 
“Happiness is having your life well ordered 
and being with the people you really care 
about. Happiness is having the things you 
need without a lot of worry about how you’re 
going to get them. 


“And happiness is success with your work. 
I have all that, but I keep looking for 
something else—something | can’t define.” 
Then an expression akin to both fear and 
incredulousness crossed her face, and she

For instance, if I were you, I 
wouldn’t take the time to listen to this 
foolishness I’m spouting off. I’m aware that 
I’m keeping you up. But I came over here 
because I knew you'd listen. Your listening 
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when it’s inconvenient is part of being 
Christian.” 


That conversation took place some years 
ago. | thought I had reasonable answers for 
Jenny. But we sorted through many things 
over a period of several months and she was 
still dissatisfied. 


She even started going to church for the 
first time in her adult life. But she came away 
unhappy because she thought she should 
have some kind of overpowering feeling. 


Then something happened that ultimately 
affected both of us. I had a new baby. And for 
the first time in my life, I could not see that joy 
would ever be on the horizon for me again. 
My tiny little girl was mongoloid. I was on the 
edge of despondency. 


In the depths of my soul, I blamed God 
and felt that he had failed me. And worse still, 
He had failed my child who had never 
deserved to come into the world imperfect. 


Our close friends knew there was a grave 
problem with the baby before I came home 
from the hospital with her. No one quite knew 
how to handle it so they stayed away. 
Everyone except Jenny. 


Jenny was waiting for our arrival. She hada 
meal prepared and a lovely gift for Yvonne. (It 
wasn’t convenient for her; she had taken the 
day off from a busy job.) 


During those first difficult weeks, she 
dropped by in the evenings and stood up 
under my tears and my moods. I didn’t tell her 
that I thought God had abandoned my baby 
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and me, but she sensed my feelings. 


One day she said, “You know, I’m praying 
for Yvonne and you too. I know God exists. I 
still haven’t found him but I don’t feel as much 
emptiness as I once felt.” 


As time passed, and Yvonne grew, the joy 


within her reached out to me. Life began to be 


beautiful again. 


Yvonne is nine years old now. Jenny 
dropped in to visit us last week and Yvonne 
greeted her witha big hug and kiss and lively 
conversation. 

Later, Jenny said, “By now, I suppose you 
know I’ve finally filled that void in my life. 
Yvonne came into my life, too. When I knew 
you needed me, I tried to help by being there 
because you listened to me when I needed 
someone. 


“I even thought God had let you down. And 
I was aware that you did too, but I couldn’t let 
you know | agreed with you. I had never given 
quite that much of myself to anyone before, 
and as time went on, dissatisfaction with 
myself dwindled. As giving became easier, I 
began to know God. And if I had not learned 
that, I never would have found him.” 

Thinking about this part of my life and 
Jenny’s I realize that Yvonne has brought a 
very special kind of love and happiness into 
my life. But I hadn’t known that she had 
reached so far beyond. 

Who would ever have dreamed that a child 
whom everyone thought came with such 
limited promise would bring with her such 
precious gifts? 


Christian meditation: Prayer leads to true life

Prayer is the most direct way of 
becoming fully alive. For, in order to live 
we must die with Christ (Timothy 2:11). 
The discipline necessary to engage in 
prayer—setting time aside from activities 
that are more “fun” and going through a 
certain period of sensory privation 
brings about a deeper from of life. 


God, however, also has methods of 
leading .us through death into life. The 
Lord constantly shepherds us to life 
through death in the circumstances of 
our daily living. The more fully we can 
cooperate with the guiding hand of the 
Good Shepherd the more fully we canlive 
(John 10:10). 


Cooperation demands a great deal of 


listening, especially when we are hurting. 
For it is in the hurt that death calls us into 
a new level of life. Yet, it is in the very 
midst of the hurt that we try to lie to both 
God and ourselves. We deny the hurt, 
refuse to face death and, therefore, block 
the way to life. The early church assures 
us, “If we have died with him, then we 
shall live with him.” (2;\Timothy 2:11). 


Life often deals us,a dirty blow (Tobit 
2:11). When this happens we can take up 
the cross and ‘follow Jesus into the 
resurrection or we can try to ignore the 
problem and hobble along on our own 
accommodations. ake 


Usually when we get hurt we fear that it 
is because we are bad. Bad people get 
punished and good people are always 
happy, so the story goes. With this un- 


Christian point of view we cannot admit 
we have been hurt. Consequently the 
challenge of the cross gets exchanged for 
self-pity, fear and guilt. 


When we have had enough of self-pity, 
fear and guilt the honest emotion of 
anger breaks out into the open. Now that 
it shows that we were hurt we must deal 
with the original problem. The first tactic 
is to blame it on someone else. 


At this point prayer is once again 
possible. While we were lying about our 
hurt prayer was nearly impossible 
because we could face neither God nor 


ourselves. Our prayer, however, is for . 


the conversion of everyone who hurt us. 


Yet, if we are faithful to God in prayer 
we will begin to see that it was not all 
- “their” fault; we too were partly the cause 


of our own hurt; we, as sinners, are part 
of the problem. 

Light now begins to creep in around 
the door we had shut on God, for we 
sense there was a lesson in the original 
hurt. As long as we remain faithful to 
prayer in union with Jesus the light will 
not overwhelm us but will become a 
bearer of life. 

Only in bringing ourselves before God 
in prayer can we open the prison of fear, 
guilt and self-pity to let in the light that 
will make sense of our hurt. Only in facing 
the hurt in the light of Jesus’ example will 
the pain be a life-bearer. . 

If we refuse to come before God in 
prayer the hurt will kill us, not as the 
cross kills, in order to give a better life, 
but as bitterness kills, in order to destroy 
(John 3:16).

Our first story is about an unusual man 
named John. He lived 20 centuries ago in 
Israel. His clothes were rough camel hair. His 
food, honey and locusts. John wandered 
through the desert near the Jordan River 
telling pec; le, “The Lord is coming. You must 
change your lives.” 


Crowds came out to hear John and asked, 
“What should we do?” He told them, “The 
man who has two coats should give one to 
him who has none. The man who has food 
should share it with those in need.” 


Tax collectors, who collected money 
from the people for the government, also 
asked John what to do. “Don’t cheat 
anyone,” he told them. And soldiers asked 
him, “What about us?” John told them, 
“Don’t bully anyone. Don’t lie about others.” 


If people were willing to change their lives, 
John took them down into the Jordan River 
and baptized them. He submerged them and 
then raised them up out of the water as a sign 
that they were starting a new life. 


So many people were baptized by him that 
he became known as John the Baptizer. 


John’s followers knew he was a good 
man. They felt he was a prophet.(a person 
God sends to speak in his name). They began 
wondering if he might be the Messiah, the one 


God would send to free them. “Perhaps,” - 


they thought, “John is the Messiah.” 


‘John knew they were wondering this and 
he told them, “I am not the Messiah.” John 
knew that his task was to prepare the way 
for someone greater than himself. But he did 
not know who this person would be. He never 
would have guessed that it was his cousin 
Jesus. 


Then one day Jesus came to John to be 
baptized by him in the Jordan River. As John 
baptized Jesus, he heard God’s voice saying 
about Jesus, “This is my beloved Son. My 
favor rests on him.” 


John took this as a sign that Jesus was the 
one God wanted him to prepare people for. 
So he told his friends that Jesus was the one 
they were waiting for. Some of his friends, 
including Peter and John, went to visit Jesus. 
After their visit, they left John and became 
Jesus’ followers. Many others did also. 


John continued telling people to change 
their lives. He continued to baptize. But as 
Jesus began to preach and draw people to 
himself, John stepped back. He told his 
friends that Jesus “must increase and I must 
decrease.” By that, John meant that Jesus 
was the important one. Jesus was the one 
they should follow. John’s whole life was to 
prepare for Jesus, not to get in his way. 


But Jesus did not act like John thought the 
Messiah would act. Jesus did not do without 
food as John did. Jesus ate and drank with 
people John could only see as sinners. So 
John wondered more and more about Jesus. 


Finally he sent his friends to ask Jesus 
point-blank if he was the one all Israel had 
been waiting for. Jesus answered by quotinga 


‘text from the Hebrew scriptures, “The blind 


see, the lame walk, the deaf hear...and the 
poor have the good news preached to them. 
Blessed is the man who does not give up on 


_me.” Many, many years before, the prophet, 


Isaiah, had written those words. 


Jesus’ words were mysterious. They did 
not answer John’s direct question with a 
simple yes or no. But John understood. Jesus 
was helping people to be free. Jesus was the 
one people were waiting for. Not too long 
afterwards, John was killed. He died knowing 
he had found and led others te Jesus. 


That is the story of John the Baptizer, and 
unusual man, whose whole life gradually 
found its center in Jesus. Like John, we are to 
look to Jesus, wonder about Jesus, approach 
Jesus, trust Jesus, believe in Jesus. 


John’s life, John’s story finds its meaning in 
his relationship with Jesus. Our, stories will 
find their richest meaning in the same way, as 
we gradually come to know, love, and follow 
Jesus.

The TV transmissions 
were beamed around the 
world by the Intelsat system

THE COST of beaming 
the television signal to the 
Intelsat system was borne 
by the Knights of Colum- 
bus. Local media using the 
signal paid their own costs 
of bringing the signal down. 


In the United States, the 
event was carried by each 
of the three major TV 
networks. All pre-empted 
regular programming. 


belabor the obvious,” the 
Boston prelate called the 
day’s ceremonies ‘‘a 
moving experience.” 


HE ALSO expressed 
satisfaction when asked 
about the presence of 
communist officials from 
Cuba, Hungary and 
elsewhere at the St. Peter's 
Square ceremony.

Orthodox bishop dies 
while meeting pope 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Metropolitan Nikodim of 
Leningrad, second-ranking 
prelate of the Russian 
Orthodox Church, died of a 
heart attack Sept. 5 during 
a private audience with 
Pope John Paul. 

Metropolitan Nikodim, 
48, was the first of several 
top officials of non-Catholic 
churches scheduled to 
meet privately with the 
pope that day. 


The white-veiled prelate 
was received by the popein 
his private study at about 
10 a.m. ‘ 


ONCE SEATED, he ex- 
‘pressed congratulations to 
the pope over his election 
and told the pontiff that the 
people of the Moscow Pat- 
riarchate were praying for 
him. 

As the pope expressed 
his thanks, Metropolitan 
Nikodim slumped in his 
chair and died. 


Those in the study—the 
pope, a Jesuit interpreter 
and Dutch Cardinal Jan 
Willebrands of Utrecht, 
Netherlands, president of 
the Vatican’s Secretariat for 
Promoting Christian 
Unity—said a prayer for 
him. : 

VATICAN - sources said 
that a doctor had been 
called immediately, but 
arrived in time only to 
certify the metropolitan’s 
death. 

Nikodim, metropolitan of 
Leningrad and Novgorod, 
was well known in Vatican 
circles. 

He attended part of the 


Second Vatican Council as om 


an observer and has 
frequently visited Rome as 
head of ecumenical 
delegations from Moscow. 

He represented the 
Moscow Patriarchate at 
‘both the funeral of. Pope 


Paul VI and the inaugural 
mass of Pope John Paul. 


UNTIL 1972 he had 
served as president of the 
patriarchate’s Department 
of External Affairs, a kind of 
foreign ministry. 


Later he was placed in 
charge of the patriarchate’s 
ecumenical relations as 
president of the Synodal 
Commission for Ecumeni- 
cal Affairs. 

The ruddy-faced, white- 
bearded Metropolitan 
Nikodim had been seated 
in the first row of the 
ecumenical delegations at 
the inaugural mass 
celebrated by Pope John 
Paul at the Vatican. 


He made a small bit of 
ecumenical history less 
than three weeks before by 
celebrating a Russian 
Orthodox prayer service for 
the dead before the body of 
Pope Paul Vias it lay in state. 


Pope will not 
go to Mexico 


VATICAN CITY (NC)— 
Pope John Paul will not 
travel to Mexico for the 
Third General Assembly of 
the Latin American 
Bishops, said Vatican 
spokesman Father Romeo 
Panciroli. :

two and a half months 
dumping trash. Therefore | 
work 12% months every 
year.” 


Smith, a 1966 graduate . 


of St. Augustine, is 
beginning his 10thyearasa 
teacher there. “When | first 
started | didn't even have a 
teaching credential,” Smith 
said. 


He has since gotten his 
credential and a master’s 
degree in history. Besides 
teaching history, he is also 
the vice principal for 
discipline at Saints. 

“IT 1S VERY important to 
me that Saints succeeds,” 
Smith said. “| think they are 
doing. something impor- 
tant. They are providing a 


fe 


supportive type of educa- 
tion.” 


Smith said he feels St. 
Augustine has a different 
kind of commitment. to 
young people than .one 
finds in the public school 
system. : 

“Saints isn’t just 
concerned with the 
academic aspect of 
education,” he said. “They 
are also interested in 
helping people to develop 
in other areas.” 


BECAUSE he does 
believe in Catholic 
education, Smith has 
worked as a trash man for 
six Summers since 1970. “I 
spent the last two summers 
teaching at Mesa College,” 
he said. “This year they 
didn’t have aslot for meso| 
went back to trash.” 


_ in summer to make ends meet 


Smith said lifting trash 
lets you know you are a 
man. “Every can is a 
medieval combat,” he said. 
“It's you versus the can. 
Usually you win, but 
sometimes the. can wins 
and you have to call for 
help.” 


In the 50 days that Smith 
worked this summer, he 
calculates that he lifted at 
least 800,000 pounds. 
“Each truck holds eight 
tons, and we filled it twice a 


day,” he said. “We had two 
_man crews so that means 


we each lifted eight tons 
every day.” : 


EIGHT TONS times 50 
days is 800,000 pounds. 


“Of course that doesn’t 
count the weight of the 
cans,’ Smith concluded.

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Talking Point—Archbishop from Ghana 


Americans indifferent to mission church?

He says it with reluctance. His eyes 
for a moment lose their sparkle as he 
says: ‘Americans are becoming 
indifferent to the needs of the mission 
church.” 


The speaker is the Archbishop of 
Tamale, Ghana, Africa, and his name 
is Peter Poreku Dery. “I hope that! am 
wrong,” he goes on quickly, his eyes 
beginning to regain their sparkle 
under his black, crinkly hair touched 
by gray. 

WHILE IGNORANCE about the work 
of the church in the Third World is 
less, “he explains in an interview, ‘| 
get the feeling that many people here 
are indifferent to our needs.” 


Praising the work of the Society for 
the Propagation of the Faith for 
spreading enlightenment about the 
mission -church, Archbishop Dery 
added, “While | find ignorance dis- 
appearing here, | also find that people 
are not very interested in hearing 
about my place in Africa, or else- 
where. They are indifferent. 


“Even priests here don't see the part 
they should be playing to help to 
continue developing the mission 
church,” he said. “They don’t even 
bother to ask questions about ‘our 
conditions and progress when | am 
with them.” , 


THE ARCHBISHOP, who has made 
many visits to the United States, as 
student, priest, bishop and arch- 
bishop, is grateful for the generosity 
he has experienced from Americans, 
however. 

He was ordained a bishop by Pope 
John XXIII in Rome in 1960, together 
with 13 other African native bishops. 

Yet he started life as a pagan, the 
son of pagan parents in Ghana, the 
tropical country in west Africa. 


“THE MISSIONARIES came in 1929

ONCE A PAGAN—Emphasizing a 
point—the clenched fist is merely 
a coincidence—Archbishop Peter 
Dery tells how a chicken sacrifice 


to our area,” he recalls, “and my 
father, who was a polygamist by 
native custom, wondered whether to 
change his way of life and accept the 
missionary teaching.” 

His father and his uncles sacrificed 
achicken, as a form of seeking advice 


inthe problem, and it died “faceup”— _ 


the sign for an affirmative decision. 
So the district of Wa saw a notable 


family become Christians, including ' 


Peter Dery, who was later to become 
the first black priest from the area and 
the first bishop. 


THE ARCHBISHOP was baptized on 
Christmas Eve, 1932, and went to a 
school run by the White Fathers. He 
emerged from their training and 
counseling in 1951 as an ordained 
priest, the first of his tribe. 

He proudly proclaims that today 
“there are 150,000 Catholics in Wa, 
and three bishops.” And it is largely a 


result of his labors and those of the 


White Fathers. 

In fact, he went to Pope Paul VI and 
asked to be transferred from the 
diocese of Wa so that younger, newly 
ordained bishops could take over and 
so that he could move to the much 
less-Christianized Tamale district. 


TODAY HIS DIOCESE of Tamale, in 
the central administrative district of 
Ghana, boasts only 12,000 Catholics 
in a population of 850,000, most of 
whom are pagans with a leaning 
towards the simpler teaching and 
disciplines ofstam: - 


When he talks to groups of U.S. 
Catholics he likes to remind them that 
it was thanks to their interest and 
generosity that he became a Catholic 
and a bishop and that they have a 
stake in his continued success as an 
evangelizer. 


“It's strange”, he says, “that it is 
more difficult to get people to respond 
to help the growth of Christianity than 
it is to ask them to help to fight 
communism in Africa.

THEY SEEM to respond better if | 
ask for help in the fight against the 
threat of communism. But really, all 
we ask for is their interest in expand- 
ing the work of Christ and his church.” 


Arriving in the United States 
straight from the latest meeting of the 
bishops of Africa (SECAM) in Nairobi, 
Kenya, the archbishop felt that the 
church in Africa and Asia had along 
way to go before it could produce a 
pope. 

“It is much too early in the life of the 
church there,” he said. “We still have 
to advance, and leadership in the 
church is not an easy task.” 


HE EXPLAINED that the bishops of 
Africa are “very careful’ in their 
relationships with political leaders in 
their countries, most of whom are 
military dictatorships. 


“We still must be prepared to 
denounce evil political policies,” he 
said, ‘especially where there is 
bribery, corruption and injustice.” He 
agreed that Uganda, under President 
Idi Amin, presents a particular prob- 
lem for the church, and for Cardinal 
Maurice Otunga of East Africa. 


“It is not expedient to examine 
some things too closely,” he said, 
“because things could get worse for 
the chruch and itis better not to be too 


’ ready to expose problems.” 


IN HIS OWN country of Ghana he 
explained that church-state relation- 
ships are good. “We Catholics in 
Ghana say and do quite a lot of things 
and get away with it.” he smiled. He 
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recalled that the bishops of Ghana 


recently wrote a joint pastoral letter 
denouncing some government ac- 
tions. = 


“Even military governments like 


ours respect the church, however,” he — 
said. - 


, What are Africa’s problems for the 
church? “You cannot generalize,” he 


‘replies. “In some countries it is 


finance, in others it is vocations, and 
so on.” He is.concerned at the 
decreasing numbers of missionaries 
available from elsewhere due to the 


drop in vocations in western coun- 


tries. 


ASKED WHY African bishops have — 


not made greater use of the perma- 
nent diaconate, which was restored 
partly to help them, he said the 
bishops in that continent do not need 
deacons. 


“If someone can be a deacon, why 
not a priest?” he responds. “There is 
also the danger in the diaconate that 
we may find ourselves with a group of 
people whose livelihood we cannot 
support. And also we are concerned 
that there could be a conflict between 
priests and-deacons.” 


He explained that they are well 
satisfied with their system of cate- 
chists, who are able to take com- 
munion to distant tribal areas, preach 
and hold liturgical services. They can 
also baptize children. 


“So what do we need with deacons?” 
he asks. “We have our catechists.” 
And his smile is a broad one. 
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
